Planting Yime 


The season for shipping Armstrong roses commences right after 
Thanksgiving. From then, the shipment of field-fresh plants con- 
tinues without interruption until about May 1. Orders are 
acknowledged as rapidly as possible after they are received, with 
each acknowledging invoice indicating the approximate shipping 
time—the time we believe to be most favorable for planting in 
your area. We check the weather closely in all parts of the 
country and try to get your roses to you so that you can plant 
them immediately upon arrival. In general, we recommend the 
following regional planting times, although these may vary some- 
what from this schedule depending upon the locality. 


NORTHEASTERN & NORTH CENTRAL STATES. Planters in these 
colder sections usually get best results by setting out fully ma- 
ture plants in the spring (late March to early May). 


MID-ATLANTIC STATES. The season varies somewhat, but generally 
late February, March and early April are best. 


MIDWESTERN STATES. Depending upon the duration of freezing 
conditions, from mid-March to early May. 


GULF STATES. Planters in Florida and the southern parts of the 
Gulf States can set out the first plants ready for shipment (in 
December ) with excellent results. Spring planting, too, has proved 
very successful in many of these areas, excepting Southern Florida. 


SOUTHERN STATES. In warmer areas, the first roses ready for ship- 
ment (in December) may be planted. In localities removed from 
the Gulf of Mexico, it is best to plant a little later (January to 
March) because of the danger of sudden sharp cold spells. 


SOUTHWESTERN STATES. In parts of Arizona, New Mexico, Ne- 
vada, Texas, and California—the more arid and desert regions of 
the Southwest—roses should be planted early (December and 
January). At the higher altitudes, February to March are best 
depending upon the altitude and likelihood of late frosts.

To be most sure of getting the roses you want, your order should 
be sent to us when you receive this catalog. We will reserve your 
plants for you and ship them at proper planting time. The ship- 
ping time and varieties reserved will be noted on the order ac- 
knowledgment, which will be sent to you right after we receive 
your order.

In the late spring, summer and fall, many of the roses in this 
catalog are available in containers. They are blooming and ready 
for immediate planting. The prices are somewhat higher than the 
bare root prices listed in this catalog. These plants are available 
only in our five Southern California salesyards. They are uneco- 
nomical to ship because of weight and bulk.
